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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-3, 7, 10-18, 29-32, 35, and 36 are pending in the present apphcation. Claims 
28, 34 and 37-39 have been canceled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter 
contained therein. Claims 1, 7, 29, 32, and 35 have been amended to recite an Ostrinia nubilalis 
insect receptor polypeptide having Bt toxin binding activity. Support for this amendment may be 
found throughout the specification, for example, on pages 33-38. No new matter has been added 
by amendment. Reexamination and reconsideration of the claims are respectfully requested. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the rejection and allow claims 1-3, 7, 
10-18,29-32, 35, and 36. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.116 dindih^ Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure (MPEP), any amendment that will place the application in condition for allowance 
may be entered after final rejection (MPEP § 714.12). Applicants beUeve that this amendment 
places claims 1-3, 7, 10-18, 29-32, 35, and 36 in condition for allowance. 

The Objection to the Claims Should be Withdrawn 

Claims 30, 31, and 36 have been objected to on the grounds that they depend fi-om a 
rejected base claim. It is respectfully submitted that the objection should be withdrawn in view 
of the fact that Applicants have demonstrated herein the patentability of base claims 1 and 7. 

The Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 1 12. First Paragraph. Should be Withdrawn 

The Examiner has maintained the rejection of claims 1-3, 7, 10-18, 28, 29, 32, 34, 35, 
and 37-39 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, on the grounds that they lack a sufficient 
written description. The rejection is respectfully traversed. However, solely to advance 
prosecution, AppHcants have amended claims 1, 7, 29, 32, and 35 to recite an Ostrinia nubilalis 
insect receptor polypeptide having Bt toxin binding activity, as suggested by the Examiner to 
overcome this rejection. As a result. Applicants believe that the present claims meet the 
requirements for written description under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. 
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In view of the above remarks, all grounds for rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph, have been overcome. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 



CONCLUSIONS 



It is believed that the rejection has been obviated or overcome and the claims are in
